 ACKWORTH SCHOOL vas brought in, whereupon this Meeting re- 
commends to the ſeveral Quarterly Meetings to promote a liberal Sub- 
ſcription to be ſent to John Chorley, Treaſurer, at Mo. 2, Nag's Head 
Court, Gracechurch-Street, London, within the preſent Year, The ſaid 
Meetings are likewiſe requeſted, to extend their Views to Children ſuit- 
able to fill the School, as recommended in the ſaid Report, 


The next General Meeting for Ackworth School is intended to be held at Ach- 
worth on the laſt Fourth Day in the Seventh Month ; to which the ſeveral 
Quarterly Meetings are deſired to ſend Repreſentatives if convenient. 
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REPORT of the GENERAL-MEETING for ACK WORTH SCHOOL, 
held in London by Adjournment the 2d of the 6th Month, 1789. 


Herewith we exhibit the Accounts of the Inſtitution, as ſtated at the Cloſe of the Year 
1788, by which it appears, that the Balance of Stock in its Favour was £8417 25. 5id. 
excluſive of Z£ 4.300 ſubſcribed on Life Annuities; and the Legacy of our late Friend 
John Fothergill, of £50 per Annum, which is ſecured agreeably to former Reports, in 
the Public Funds ; and that at the ſame Time the Number of Children in the School 


was 172 Boys, 101 Girls. Total 273. 


It will doubtleſs afford Satisfaction to the Friends of this Inſtitution to be informed, that 
from the Opening of the School in 1779, to the End of 1788, no leſs than 1082 Children 
have been admitted, many of whom we preſume are now feeling the Benefits of a Reli- 
gious Education; from amongſt theſe may ariſe Supporters of an Eſtabliſhment, whereof 
they themſelves have experienced the good Effects. 


As from the Alteration made laſt Year, in admitting Children at Eight inſtead of Nine 
Years of Age, the expected Increaſe of their Number has not taken place; we think that 
an Increaſe of Attention on the Part of the Agents in the ſeveral Counties, and Friends 
in general, to the Situation of the Children of thoſe not in afluent Circumſtances, would 
tend to complete the limited Number, viz. Three Hundred. | 


Although in the laſt Year £963 16s. 6d. was raiſed by Subſcription, and £824 6s. 6d. 
by Legacies and Donations, the Addition of only £755 3s. 349. to the Stock of the 
Inſtitution, ſince our laſt Report, ſuggeſts the Propriety of continuing the former, and 
of encouraging the latter, which we hope will be attended to by the Yearly Meeting. 


In the preſent Year, 1789, two Legacies of {50 each, the Bequeſts of our late Friends 
Samuel Scott, of Hertford, and James Neatby, of Southwark, have been received; and 
Care is continued to inveſt in Land or Government Securities, all Benefactions of, and ex- 
ceeding that Amount, unleſs otherwiſe ſpecifically directed by the Donors or Teſtators.
